The following is an examiner's statement 
of reasons for allowance: referring to claim 1 and 1 1 , the specific limitation of a 
reinforced body member, wherein the body member has a plurality of openings 
permitting access to a plurality of lateral portions of the notebook computer while 
secured therewithin, and wherein the body member has a plurality of extensions

therefore allowed for at least the same reasons. Likewise, claims 14-20 depend, either 
directly or indirectly, from claim 1 1 and are also allowed for at least the same reasons.
